THE DOUKHOBORS. 


Queer Russian Sect Which Has Be- 
come Canadianized. 

The Doukhobor women have 
reclaimed from the plow. 

No longer do they sweat in the flelds 
of Canada instead of horses. Even as 
their men are ceasing to be the wild 
wanderers and fanatical spirit-wrest- 
lers they were when they appeared 
in the northwest several years ago, 40 
tas new world’s environments have 
drawn the women back from the brute 
level, to which they had been degrad- 
ed, to the home, with its cooking, its 
spinning and its weaving — old-time 
tasks, it is true, but tasks adjusted to 
ther strength, 

The melting pot of this western 
world has recast even the Doukhobors. 
The colony boasts of a substantial 
schoolhouse, Doukhobor teachers were 
educated in the schools and returned 
to impart the knowledge to their tel- 
low-colonists, 

Ridiculed by Canada the Doukho. 
bors’ pilgrimages im the dead of win. 
ter, through snow-covered roads to 
meet their ‘‘Christ,’’ made them the 
laughing stock of the country. But 
those crudities are things of the past; 


been 


they have become Canadianized in 
the true sense of the word. 
There are two colonies of Doukho- 


bors in Canada — Yorkton, containing 
7,000 members, and Rosthorn, with 
1,50. The Doukhobors now use horses. 
Formerly they believed it was unscrip- 
tural to work these animals and the 
women instead acted as beasts of bur- 
den. Eighteen of them were general- 
ly needea to take the place of a team. 
The women now are engaged in the 
domestic arts and are magnificent em- 
brofderers. ‘Lae farmers are Lecoming 
prosperous and many of them have 
the latest farming machinery and the 
best of live stock. Their objections to 
the use of animals as servants of Man 


have been overcome.

VEALED ITS SECRET AT LAST. 


The inscrutable Head That Has 
Gazed Out Over the Desert ts Said 
by Professor Reisner to Be the 
Gigantic Statue of Cephren Who 
Built the Greatest of the Pyramids 
—Yields Rich Treasures. 


What man cor woman is there 
among us who has not heard of the 
Sphinx? What traveler in Egypt, 
that land of fascination, «hrouded in 
mystery and majestic calm, who hua 
voluntarily missed paying a visit te 
the mighty ston? image which for 
centuries has defied all efforts to lift 
the veil concealing its origin and 
symb<clism.» For hundreds of years jt 
has kept its motionless wateh in the 
desert, striking a chill into the hearts 
of all who see it. It seemed a great 
mocking thing of stone set up to 
teach man the lesson of his own im- 
potence and fraility mocking at the 
fruitless efforts of puny mortals te 
read its secret. certain in the knowl- 
edge that it was safe. And now the 
man is with us who claims to have 
accomplished what all his precursors 
thronghout the centuries have failed 
to do—to have read the riddle of the 
Sphinx. The archaeologist: of to-day, 
of course, claim that Professor Reis- 
ner’s solution jis just what they 
themselves expected, nothing start- 
ling, nothing particularly original; 
but archaeologists are like the rest 
of humanity in most vital respects, 
and they have learnt the wisdom cf 
saying. “'T told you so.” 

: Authorities have held widely diver- 
gent views as to the date of the carv- ! 
ing of the image; by some it is al- | 
lotted to the period before the fourth | 
dynasty. in which the Second Pyra- | 
mid was built; whilst by a ne | 


of others it i: credited to later times, 
“owing to the more frequent appear- 
ance of :phinxes at a later date. 
Professor Reisner has discovered the 
statue of the builder of the Third 
Pyramid which also owes ts origin to 
the fourth dynasty, and his head- 
dress is in every respect similar to 
that of the Sphinx. Since this par 
ticular form of head-dress does not 
@ppear anywhere else, the two ob 
wiously synchronise. Thus it is prov- 
ed that the Sphinx is the effigy of 
Cephren, son of Cheops, who Built 
himself the first and greatest pyra- 
mid of the three tombs, The inten- 
tion in placing the head of the king 
on the body of a lion is to convey the 
idea of the monarch trampling down 
his foes 

Aker, the watchman of the nether. 
world and guardian of Ra, the sun- 


god, is frequently depicted as a 
sphinx, as, indeed, is Ra himsell 
when he goes forth to war. That ex: 


plains the fact of the Sphinx being 
face to face with the rising sun. The 
peculiar duty of sphinxes is to guard 
tombs from desecration at the hand: 
cf the stranger, to that its position 
with regard to the pyramid is ae. 
counted for. And it is strange how 
that lifeless thing of cold stone doe: 
trouble the minds of those who ven. 
ture near, You who have gazed at | 
the immobile features of that miehty 
countenanee, which yet has such 4 
strikingly searching and awe-inspir- 
ing effect, will realize what I mean, 
The last strong proof th + the Sphina 
is representative of Cephren Prof, 
Reisner came across during excava- 
tions around the Third Pyramid, for 
he, as stated, discovered the statue 
of Mycerinus, buiider of the same, It 
is probable that this Mycerinus was 
a nephew of Cephren. 

In 1908 three professors, Steindorff, 
Schiaprelli, and Reisner, were allow- 
ed. to investigate at Gizeh. Schiap- 
relli took the First Pyramid, Stein- 
dorff the Second, Reisner the Third, 
which was productive of most inter- 
est. The last named professor first 
turnel his attention to the great 
cemetery west of the First Pyrami 1, 
which had been divided between the 
three of them, his particular portion 
being the northerly. Here he un- 
earthed the tombs of many of the 
sons and daughters of Cheops and 
other matters of interest, his chief 
work in this direction being the iden- 
tification of the royal cemetery of 
Cephren, near the Second Pyramid. 
In 1906 and 1907 the excavation of 
the Pyramid Temnle of Mycerinus 
was undertaken, Here was discover. | 
ed u magnificent alabaster statue of 
Mycerinus, of which the head was 
outside the temple, so close to the 
eurface that a tourist’s stick or um- 
brella might have given away iter 
whereabout. 

In 1908, while searching for the 
valley temple of the Third Pyramid 
—for the Gertnans had previously dis. 
covered 4 valley temple to a pyramid 
of later date, proving that the Sphinx 
Temple was the valley temple of the 
Second Pyramid—a iand-brick build. 
ing was discovered, and therein were 
disclosed a number of priceless treas. 
ures. In 1910 was found a beautiful 
pair statue, in dark sl te, of Myce. 
rinus and his queen, which was al 
most incredibly wel! preserved and 
had passed through the centuries un 
discovered with only a stone between 
it and the livht of day. 

Three temples in all were found, 
one by Mycerinus, one by his son 
Fhepseshaf, both unfinished, and one 
by Pepy II, of the sixth dynasty, 
Unfortunately in am article of this 
kind, one can only touch lightly on 
this enthra.ling subject. The great 
point is, however, that proof is given 
of Lhe fact that the statues discovered 
are of the fourth dynasty pyramids

Moreover, the dis 
pute as to the date of the great diorite 
statue of Cephren and of the Sphinx 
itself was finally settled, for exactly 
the characteristics of the Cephren 
statue and the Sphinx which were 
supposed to be of luter date were 
found in the newly unearthed statues.

Gory pamphlets used to be issued 
alter executions not only in this coun- 
(ry, but in England. Im London there 
were prititing sho which produced 
nothing but horrible booklets treat- 
ing of murders and hangings. They 
enjoyed a tremendous sale ant were 
bought by all classes of people. 

One of the most expensive of these 
pamphlets extant is a k of 32 pages, 
describing the iniquitous career and 
tragic end of Sophia Hamulton, who 
was sentenced to death at Fredericton, 
N.B., in 1845, for an almost ineredible 
series of crimes. And if the story con- 
tained in the pamphlet is true she was 
entitled to the championship as a 
murderess, 

The achievements of Kate Bender 
and Belle Gunness were trivial by 
comparison. One may speak flippant- 
ly now of her career, since all con- 
cerned are in their graves, but the 
people of New Brunswick, sixty years 
ago, mentioned her name with shud- 
derings. Her father was a murderer 
before her, and was killed by a dog 
belonging to one of his victims, So-

HIGHER WAGES HERE 


Agricultural Labor is Not So Weill 


Paid in the United States 


In adopting Reciprocity with the 
| United States,eCanada would enter 
/into an unequal and unfair competi- 
| tion in farm labor, Senator Stone of 

Missouri, spoke at Washington the 


| other day on this phase of the agree- 


ment, and showed that farm labor 
was cheaper in the States than‘ in 
Canada. The Brooklyn Times, com- 
menting on this speech as follows, 
shows how foolish it would be for 
the Canuck to try to compete - with 
cheap Yankee labor:— ‘ ‘i 
“Tt lig been generally assumed that 
farm. wages paid on. _the American 
side ‘of the Tiné were higher than 
those paid in Canada, and that: there- 
fore the advantages ‘of free entry for 
Canadian farm products’ conceded” by 
the proposed reciproeal’. agreement 
meant a decided advantage to the 
Canadian farmer at the expense of 
his American competitor. But, ac- 
eording to Senator Stone of Missouri, 
who in his speech quoted liberally 
from American official figures, the 
boot is on the other leg, The Mis-

Living for Nothing. 


Montreal, Aug. 7.—That it is im- 
possible to live for nothing, even in 
Montreal, has just been demonstrated 
here in a most ingenious manner by « 
visitor to whom local buneo men are 
filmuratively taking off theix hats. Bor 
more than two weeks this man has 
been living on the fat of the city with: 
out @ single cent of expense to himself, 
Like most eiFective plans his was so 
simple that the vegcular residents of 
this city who live by their wits are 
still wondering how they overlooked 
it. The clever visiter simply went to 
wholesale mauufacturers of clothing 
and placed large orders to be shipped 
toa certain big out of town house. [In 
every case, however he was careful to 
stipulate that shipment was not to be 
made fora mouth, or until such time 
as the house which he claimsed to rep- 
resent had seit a check to cover the 
bill, thereby protecting himself 
against a charge of attempted fraud. 
His orders were large, and naturally 
at each place where he gave them the 
sales chief took him out for dinners, 
theatres, and the like, gladly furnish- 
ing all the summer luxuries. As a re- 
sult the originator of the plan 
lived like a prince without a: penny 
of expense, His deception was 
ultimately discovered but since none 
of the goods he ordered had been 
delivered and nothing had been lost 
except the money voluntarily spent 
on his entertainment, the most ser- 
ious charge which could be made 
against him was that of being a *'sus- 
picious character.” As there ape sev- 
eral thousand such people here the 
charge is not troubling the ingenious

LAURIER’S APPEAL 


Six Wilfrid Laurier, in an address to 
the Canadian people, says: 


To the Canadian People— At all 
limes Guring the last forty years it 
has been the constant effortof all po- 
litical parties in Canada to make with 
the United States an arrangement for 
the free exchange of natural products 
between the two countries. In 1854 
Lord Elgin on behalf of Canada and 
the Maritime provinces, negotiated 
with the United States a treaty for 
that purpose which lasted until 1866 
wid which, within the memory (ot 
many stillalive, was of great advan- 
tage, Ever since the termination of 
that treaty all public men of any pro- 
minence in Canada, whatever their 
differences on other questions have 
been wnapimous in an attempt to 
again secure this free exchange of 
natural products, Now is this to be 
wondered at, seeing Chat in the jndus- 
tries, of agriculture, fisheries, lum ber- 
ing and mining Canada possesses ad- 
vantages pot enjoyed by any other 
country On earth, and that upon mar- 
kets secured fox the products of these 
industries depends the growth of our 
manufacturing and commercial inter: 
ests and the prosperity of all classes 
in the Dominion. And the Jatest at: 
temapt of the Conservalive party to 
that end was made by Sir John 
Macdonald himself, who dissolved 
parliamentin 189l, forthe purpose of 
submitting te the electorate of Canada 
the expediency of his approaching 
again the American authorities for a 
renewal of the treaty of L854, 

In 1893 the intention to obtain reci- 
procity with the United States as soon 
as possible was made e prominent fea 


‘with mo response we declared that no 
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ture of the platform of the Liberal 
party upon which. it attained power in 
1896, After the present: government 
took office it renewed in ‘vain this of- 
fer to the United States, bat meeting 


farther overteres of this nature would 
he nade by Canada. Within the last 
twelve anonths the president of the 
U nited States sent to Ottawa two coni- 
missioners from Washington for the 
purpose of opening negotintions look- 
ing toward the lowering of the tariff 
barriers which have hitherto stood in 
the way of freer ex@hange of commo- 
dities between Canada and United 
States. These negotiations in January 
last culminated in an agreenent be- 
tween the two governments ty which 
the duties of each countries on such 
products might be lowered or alto- 
gether removed, This agreement was 
strennously resisted in the United 
States by various interests, on the al- 
ledged ground that it was all to the 
advantage of Canada and to the detri- 
ment of the other country, but the 
view that it was mutually advanta- 
geous to both countries Anally pre- 
vailed in Congress and the agreement 
stands today as an offer by the United 
States to Oanada of Lhat very measure 
of reciprocity, which for more than 
torty years has engaged Ghe earnest 
and constant efforts of every -leading 
citizen and statesman. 


A Change in Policy. 


The present Conservative party in 
parliament seems absolutely to reverse 
the life long policy of its great leaders 
in the past, declaring that it will op- 
pose to the bitter end (he very prin- 
ciple enunciated by Sir John Mac- 
donald and Sir John Thompson in the 
last election addresses upou which 
exch of these statesmen ever appealed 
to the Canadian people, Not content 
to debate this proposition pon its 
merits thé Conservative party in the 
House of Commons has adopted a sys- 
tem of organized and avowed obstriac- 
tion to prevent any vote being taken 
in parliament by which the opisiion of 
your representatives there could be 
expressed. 


Dladvised Tactics. 


Day after day when the presiding 
officer has tried to put the question 
he bas been met by dilatory motions, 
by endless speeches, by obstructivede- 
Vicesyof every kind, each put forward 
on some specious pretext, but in real- 
ity nothing else than au abuse of the 
freedom of speech in parliamentary 
debate. Such pretences are simply a 
clumsy attempt to give some color to 
anwarrauted and undignified obstruc- 
tion. To overcome that obstruction, 
atter a session which has already last. 
ed eight months, would not only mean 
a continuation of the unseemly spec: 
tacle presented by the opposition in 
the House of Commons since the re- 
sumption of the sitting on the 18th 
instant, but would also mean weeks 
and morths of wasted time and per. 
haps in the end a close for this season 
to the Canadian producer the free Am- 
ican market. Im this condition of 
things it has seemed to His Bxcel. 
lency’s advice morein accordance with 
the dignity of parliament and with 
the traditions of the parliament, and 
with the traditions of those British 
institutions which all trae Canadians 
valae so highly, and which the pres- 
ent opposition degrades with ;a light 
heart and with the best interests of 
the country asa whole, to remit the 
issue to the people themselves, so that 
the people thenselves may judge be- 
tween the povernment and oppositirn 
and deckisze whether they have chang- 
ed their mind, or whether they are 
slilkin favor of reciprocity in natural 
products, and’ whether they will or 
will not have the American market 
for the proanising crop soon to be 
gathered in Canada, The issue, my 
fellow countaymen is in. your hands, 
and to your decision His Majesty's 
Bevernment in Canada are content to 
leave it. [thas been alleged by the 
Opposition that this agreement if con- 
siiuumated would weaken the Imperial 
connection with the aspothex country, 
and finally bring the annexation of 
Oanada to the United States, It is 
impossible to treat such am argument 
with any kind of respect, if, indeed, it 
can be dignified with the name of ar- 
gument, for if it has aay meaning, its

country to the older, Indeed the very 
reverse would be the natural conse- 
quence, for the experience of all ages 
abundantly justifies the eontentivn

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impairs our fiscal policy, which still,
